Warsaw. The 32nd Pugwash 
cnafcrence. piescntly taking 
place hoie, Is being attended by 
some 100 scientists from many 
rounlrles, Including the Soviet 
Union, to discuss Ihe topical 
problems of woild peace and se- 
curity, 

Tho conference has unanim- 
ously adopted 'The Decla ration 
on the Danger of Nuclear War" 
signed by 97 prominent oclnn- 
Usti — Lenin and Nobel Prize 
Winner* lo physics, chemical 
engineering, physiology and 
tncdlclne. The document cm- 
phsslzes the growing danger lo 
mankind arising from the op- 
position to detente by some 
forces and from the arms race 
lo nuclear weapons which has 
teen accelerating over the past 
few years. It sharply condemns 
k-Ui tho theory of the so-called 
limited nuclear war” and ai- 
“dlons that a nuclear war can 
te won— two Ideas peddled by 
ifgresslve circles to the West. 

0 polnis out that freezing tho 
Mining nuclear arsenals could 
te an otleclWe means ol curbing 
toe arms race. 

The document ends wllh an 
appeal from ibe scientists at- 
lending the conference to their 
colleagues throughout the world 
J® essumo Ihe responsibility and 
, * an bn mediate part In ac- 
uoni to prevent nuclear war. 

K also appeals to the govern- 
menu of the world to direct

In a Joint communique pub- 
lished at the end of an official 
visit to Mauritius by the Indian 
Prirao Minister, Indira Gandhi, 
the two countries have colled 
for o cessation of any further 
manufacture of nuclear weap- 
on# which present the moat 
serious threat to mankind. At 
present, the document notes, 
prevention of the threat of nu- 
clear war la one of the priorities 
In disarmament. 


Maputo. Addressing a recep- 
tion tn honour ol the visiting In- 
dian Premier, Indira Gandhi, the 
Mozambican President Samora 
Macliel expressed concern for 
Uie growing tensions In the In- 
dian Ocean threatening the in- 
terests of the people In the re- 
gion, as wall as their sovereign- 
ty, and territorial Integrity. 

In her reply, Indira Gandhi 
payed tribute to the great con- 
tribution which die Mozambican 
people end the FREUMO.

The American evaluation ol 
Hie situation In Southern Africa 
haj sounded optimistic on more 
lhan ono occasion. In Washing- 
ton, for Instance, ' hints ware 
dropped recently that a change 
might occur In Ihe position of 
the Untied Slates and South 
Africa In lavour of the "front- 
line" titles. Several times speci- 
fic dates have bean named lor 
the cassation ol hoilllltlei In 
Namibia. 

In eHacf, however, then en- 
couraging noises lurned out to 
be farther attempts to mislead 
the world public and to camou- 
flage the real slate ol attain. it 
report# from Washington ara 
anything to go by, the fllh 
August should have seen the 


countries In Southern Africa, 
Pretoria succeeded In putting Its 
SO-thouiand strong army In i 
key position poised (or in at- 
tach agelnsl Mozambique, and 
flapping up fhe training ot mbo- 
tour groups and sending Ihem 
across the border Into the 
"frontline*' slate#. 

Making a Joint effort, the 
United States and South Africa 
have given a fresh boost lo at- 
tempts by trsllor# from different 
splinter organizations to des- 
tabilize the internal situation In 
theta countries. 

Reports coming from Pretoria 
speak about hundreds of ‘Ter- 
rorists" killed In Namibia and 
Angola. From previous South 
African operations ol this sorb 


regularly violate the UN deci- 
sions concerning sanctions 
against the regime In Pretoria. 
Both they and the United Steles 
continue to supply South Africa 
with weapons and military 
equipment, oil end other 
strategic materials. 

Today, Washington demands, 
on behalf of the Contact Oroup, 
that Angola gives up Ihe help 
ol Its friends In defending Ha 
sovereignty. It wants SWAPO 
to completely hand ever the 
fats ol Namibia.

All this may happen again 
In anothar place, with another 
odious Americen ally taking pari
